Some of the W estern advocates of 
the postal savings bank do not take | 
kindly to the constitutional objections 
raised to tin* bill in its present form 
by President T aft and Senator Root.

had gone into the banking business 
and lie1 urges that this would be con 
trary to the Constitution.

John C. Stubbs, 
general traffic manager of the H arri 
man lines, occupied the whole day s 
session as a witness before Sylvester 
C. W illiam s, the special exam iner w ho 
is conducting til** inquiry. 
Mr. Stubbs admitted, on cross-exam­ 
ination by C. A. Severance of counsel 
for tilt1 government, that the Union 
Pacific held stock ownership of the 
Oregon Short Line, which gave the 
form er road a direct line 
Missouri river to Portland. 
"So tiiat all the Asiatic 
moved from th*- 
Missouri 
Portland would he handled by the Un­ 
ion Pacific alone?” asked Mr. Sever­ 
ance. 
“ Yes, that is so, ’ the witness re­ 
plied. 
On request Mr. Stubbs produced fig 
vires showing the decrease in New 
York freight over the Sunset line from 
79 per cent of tne total in 1891 to 39 
per cent in 1901, the year of Hie mer­ 
ger. 
The government contends that 
only a small part of this was due to 
legitim ate competition.
